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Claims 1-7 and 12-14 are presented for examination. 

The remarks filed on March 3, 2006 have been received and entered. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 5-7 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hibi et al. (U.S. 5,977,125) in view of Lund et al. (U.S. 4,621 ,100). 

Hibi et al. teach the use of retinoid receptor agonists for the treatment of 
osteoporosis. See column 2, lines 7-15 and column 24 lines 42-45. The above 
reference differs from the claimed invention in the use of the compound for the 
treatment of conditions such as bone fracture. Lund et al. teach that osteoporosis 
typically results in numerous symptomatic manifestations, including back pain, femoral 
neck fracture, colles fracture and deformation of back bone. See column 2, lines 31-36. 
It would have been obvious to a person skilled in the art to use the claimed retinoic 
receptor agonists for the treatment of bone fracture, considering that the secondary 
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reference teaches, osteoporosis results in symptomatic manifestation such as bone 
fracture. 

One skilled in the art would have been motivated to combine the teachings of the 
above references, since one relates to the use of retinoic receptor agonists for the 
treatment of osteoporosis and the other relates to bone fractures as symptomatic 
manifestation of osteoporosis. To use a compound being used for the treatment of 
osteoporosis, and use it for the treatment of bone fracture is considered to be within the 
skill of artisan, considering that bone fracture is a symptomatic manifestation of 
osteoporosis. Applicant has presented no evidence to establish the unexpected or 
unobvious nature of the claimed invention, and as such, claims 1-7 and 12-14 are 
properly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103. 

The newly submitted references necessitate the new ground of rejection.
